Comanche High School Foot 
Ball Team completed their season 
by going down in defeat beforo 
Amarillo High School on Thanks­ 
giving day.

Meat cured in this way has a 
fine flavor and will keep for a long 
time without becoming strong or 
rank. The pepper will not injure 
the flavor, but will add zest and 
piquancy to it. - -Farm & Ranch.
